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Plan for aesthetic civic 
area receives Council 


St, Albert & Sturgeon 


Council considered anim- 
aginative concept for devel- 
opment of the block of land 
across Churchill Avenue 
from Grandin Shoppers 
Park, at their March 4th 
meeting, The parcel is boun- 
ded by Grandin Road on the 
east and Remos Street on 
the west, 

Armed with a large graph- 
ic sketch of the proposal, 
architect Stan Hodgson, 
whose services had been en- 
listed by Chief Administra- 
tor Robert Byron and who 
was acting on behalf of the 
St, Aibert Branch of the 
Royal Canadian Legion, 
made an eloquent case for 
his plan, President Denny 
Taylor, building committee 


chairman for the Legion,’ 


Reg, Bremner, committee 
secretary and Wally Swen- 
archuk, branch secretary, 
represented the Legion at 
the meeting, 

“The Legion,’’ said Mr, 
Byron, ‘‘envisage a new 
building of 14,000 or more 
square feet, but with initial 
staging of 8,000 sq ft.’’ 

The new site for the Le- 
gion building would be across 
Tache Street, directly east 
of their present site, Area 
north of the curling rink 
would be reserved for park- 
ing for about 130 cars, and 
the area south of the new 
building would allow for par- 
king a further 70 or so ve- 
hicles, The parking areas 
would serve the Lions Park, 
curling rink and new Legion 
building, 

It was felt that the pro- 
posed service station on 
Churchill and Grandin would 
have to be relocated else- 
where, and commercial de~ 
velopment in the block should 
be of an office complex, 
institutional type which 
would be more compatible 
with the overall design, 

Mayor Gibbon was con- 
cerned with access to the 
park and Mr, Byron said 
this would present no phy- 
sical barrier from Remos 
Street. ‘‘From Tache?’’ ask- 


ed the mayor, Mr, Byron: 


thought that because of soil 
, conditions the area north 
on Tache should be land- 
scaped, as road buildingwas 
difficult, or any other real 
use of this wet area, 

Coun, Hudson said council 
should look at the whole 
thing - side to side and up 
and down and also consider 
the parking situation in 
Grandin Shoppers Park, He 
suggested closing St, Tho~ 


mas and dedicating the land 
to Lions Park, Coun, Hudson 
thought the parcel could be 
a beautiful civic area and 
agreed with relocating the 
service station, saying he 
would not favor strip de- 
velopment along this portion 


of Churchill Avenue, ‘‘Acc- , 


ess to Grandin Park is im- 
possible now,” he said, ‘‘and 
this plan would also pro- 
vide curling rink parking, 
We should develop from 
Lions Park to the far edge

“1 have no argument with 
that kind of planning,’’ said 
Coun, Bakker, Coun, Lukay 
asked ‘‘where do we stand 
with the service station?’

Dear Mr, Yurko, 

We, the undersigned resi- 
dents of St. Albert, hereby 
petition the Hon, Bill Yurko 
and the Government of the 
Province of Alberta to freeze 
all industrial development 
in the area N,E, 2-54-25-4, 
(the Syncrude proposal), and 
within the area designated 
on the attached map, 

We request that a green 
belt (a restricted develop- 
ment zone) be established, 
similar to the suggested 
sketch on the map, to serve 
the dual purpose of a buffer 
zone and provide a park 
and recreation area for the 
joint use of the people of 
St. Albert and Metropolitan 
Edmonton, 

We further request that 


no industrial development be 
permitted between existing 
residential areas and the 
suggested green belt, 


The petition was presen- 
ted to the Legislature Wed- 
nesday by MLA Jamison, 
on behalf of the Community 
Planning Committee, It car- 


ried a covering letter by 
the president of the Com-

predicts shift to left 


There is a strong likelihood that the next federal cabinet 
shuffle will mark a pronounced shift to the left for the 
Liberal minority government, speculates Stephen Duncan 
in The Financial Post, Talk of amajor cabinet shakeup is 
growing more frequent among insiders in Ottawa, Only 
Prime Minister Trudeau and his very closest advisers 
know for certain, of course, what is going to happen, But 
there are compelling reasons for believing that Trudeau 
is considering a complete shuffle of his ministers -- pro- 
babiy in mid-April -- and that when it does occur, the 
main goal will be to break up the dominant conservative 
wing in the current cabinet. 


By doing this, Trudeau would be giving a clear sign that 
the government’s emphasis would shift to policies 
variously described as ‘less conservative, more national- 
istic and somewhat left of centre,’’ Ashift of this magni- 
tude would have the obvious political appeal of undercutt- 
ing the NDP on that party’s more popular stands, And it 
would open the cabinet up to what one minister describes 
as ‘‘fresh and more liberal ideas, ’’ 


The key ministers in that group on the move are consid- 
ered to be John Turner in the Finance portfolio and 
C. M. Drury, President of the Treasury Board, accord- 
ing to the Post, Between them - Drury with his control 
over departmental spending, and Turner who prepares 
the budget - the two wield enormous power, They are 
undeniably the two most influential members of cabinet 
and it is their like-minded philosophies that have shaped 
the style and content of the Liberal’s economic policy. 
Both Drury and Turner have fought tough battles to keep 
the lid on government spending, And they have been the 
main opposition within cabinet to moves to increase the 
government’s role in the private sector, 


But there has been mounting resentment lately among 
other cabinet ministers, many of whom have seen the 
projects closest to their heart scaled down or rejected 
by Turner’s and Drury’s budgetary and expenditure 
objectives, “It is only by breaking up that team and 
moving new people into those positions that cabinet 
will ever adopt new policies,’ says one insider, ‘‘ And 
if we don’t get some fresh policies damned fast, then 
this party will be left out in the cold when an election 
is called.’ If this is what Trudeau himself is thinking, 
then his strategy would require moving Turner, the 
Post says. That move would probably be from Finance 
to External Affairs, It is the only portfolio open to a 
Finance minister that cannot be regarded as a demot- 
ion, or one that would jeopardize or weaken his future 
political hopes, Drury is the other key element in this 
plan, There is some belief that he might resign his 
cabinet seat, He has held senior cabinet posts since 
1963 and has been one of the great stabilizing influences 
in the Trudeau government since his appointment to 
Treasury Board in 1968,
